Laite plaved an im-
portant rele as lecturer and genecral
entortainer during several months of
active war work. [le clalmed to be
n wounded British soldier In this
coulltry to recucprate from wounds
recelved in active service with the

, British forees. We puote the article
Cin full:

“After enjoying the hospitality of
prominent eltizens of New Orleans
vind other large comunities, and mar-
(Y¥ing one of the popular actrosses of
jlthe Loew Civenit, Iarry Whitflely
| Laite will leave for New York IPriday
‘in the custody of Special Agent \Whea-
ilon C. Stillson, or the Department of
Justice, to be turned over to the
British military authoritles for trial
by court-martial on the charge ot de-
sertion I'rom the Canadian army.

“Since his sensational marriege to
Miss Isabel Violet Lilly, on October
41, and his subsequent atrest through
tho local Britlsh consulate, the young
soldier has been kept in solitary con-
finement in the parish prison. It Is
alleged that he has made a full con-
fession to Special Agent Stillson, ad-
mitting ‘his desertion from the Six-
tieth Battalion, S8ixth Middlesex Reg-
iment of the Canadian army.

“Laite said he was bhorn in Trinity,
Now Foundlund, 22 years ago, and
thet his father and mother lived at 30
Hancock street, liverett, Mass. Ac-
cording to Department of Justice offi-
clals he pald he enlisted from Canada
in June, 1915, and after having sorv-
ed asg private in the Middlesex Regl-
ment, deserted at Bramshett, Eng-
land, in February of the following
year. After working his way to Lon-
don and Liverpool he stowed on
Loard the merchant ship Quenimore
and landed In Baltimore, where he
managed to evade the vigilance of
immigration authovitles. 1le said he
then obtained the uniform of a Canu-
dian Heutenant and enlisted his ser-
vices in the cause of the Fourth Lib-
erty loan and solicited funds during
the Red Cross drives, His credentials,
he said, were given through the ofllce
of the British-Canadianeu rereuiting
commission,

“Garbed in the uniform of i lien-
tenant, he was received by prominent
citizens of Denvor, Indianapolis and
Chicago, and arrived in New Orleans
in the early part of September. Ile
sald he had borrowed in the neigh-
borhood of $1.000, and while he
spent. his money freely, he sald his
stay in New Orleans has cost him 1it-
tle or nothing. e met Miss Lilly in
one of the leading hotels, and that
night they were maried in Gretna in
the presence of Lieuts. Briggs and
Taylor, of the Medieal Corps of the
U'nited States Navy,

“Laite said he had deserted the
British army on account of the boor
treatment received in a hosplital, ae-
cording to Special Agent Stillson."

“‘Lieut."” Laite became quite promi-
nent in various activities connected
with Liberty Loans and other war
work and in the field of Red Cross ac-
tivities In this section. At the time
he was In such demand in this terri-
tory he was making Anderson his
headquarters. The Courier never

Many May Leave Amuy.,

Washington, Nov. 22.—All army
commanders were authorized to-day
to discharge, upon their own appli-
cation, men In whose families there
is sickness or other distress, and all
men whose services can be spared
and who are urgently needed to re-
sume some industry or occupation,

In announcing the order, the War
Department  explained thal' it was
intended to meet exceptional cases,
and not to release men in large
groups. Men who enlisted voluntar-
ily before the war will not be dis-
charged,

CAN NOW SELL EXIPLOSIVES.

Rules that Obtained Durving the War
Have Now Been Rescinded,

On account of the end of hostili-
ties——which no doubt means the end
of the war—publje safety no longer
requires certain  regulations which
were put into forece more than a year
ago.  Willlam Banks, the explosives
inspector for South Carolina, has re-
ceived instructions from the Dopart-
ment of the Interlor, Bureau of
Mines, to the effect that all regula-
tions velating to fireworks are re-
voked, und that no further licensing
of llroworks will be required. Also,
the recent regulations relating  to
platinum, ireldium and pulladinm
have been revoked and no license of
these commodities will be required,

The most far-reaching rule, how-
over, is with regard (o ingredients
which enter into the making of ox-
plosives. The ruling declares that no
further license of such ingredients
will he required.

These rulings in no way affect the
Heensing of the main explosives and
the government oversight of maga-
zines.  Until further notice, all per-
sons who have iIn their possession
blasting powder, dynamite and deton-
ating caps will be required to have
license as usunl, and all persons in-
tending to purchase must have li-
canses,
